Summary of reasons for decision: 

The film is a black comedy set in Invercargill and Southland in 1993. It is about two 
young men who have been friends since childhood. One accidentally kills a backpacker. 
The two travel around with a third man who is unaware of the body which they are 
trying to dispose of. It depicts or deals with matters of sex, horror or violence and 
contains some repetitive offensive language. There are several gory and horrific scenes. 














In terms of s 3(B)(2) of the Act the Board considers that the film is “likely to be 
injurious to the public good”, and that it contains material that depicts both “conduct 
that, if imitated, would pose a real risk of serious harm to self or others or both (s 
3B(3) (ii)) and “physical conduct of a degrading or dehumanising.nature (s 3B(3)(iii)). 

The Board has formed the opinion that most 15 year olds will have the maturity to cope 
with the disturbing elements in the film but not those younger. 

The film is classified as R15. The Board requires that advertisements carry the following 
descriptive note: “Offensive language, and several scenes may offend”.
